> shall ensure that there should be no damage to th available fauna and flora. 

> should pay cost of soil erosion controlling measures in the diverted land and in the adjoining forest land to a 

width of 50 mtrs all along the corridor for which an action plan shall be prepared by a consultant. The plan 

submitted to the concerned Dy. Conservator of Forests for this verification and subsequently submitted to the 
CCF of the concerned circle for approval. Thereafter the amount as per plan shall be remitted to Government 
of Karnataka /Government of India for implementation by Forest Department. 

> should prepare a project plan to conserve and protect the elephant corridor in and around the proposed area 

in consultation with the Chief Wildlife Warden, Karnataka and remit the amount to the Karnataka Forest 
Department for implementation. 

> shall not sub-lease, mortgage and hypothecate the forest area. 

> shall also abide by all the conditions imposed upon by Government of India, the Government of Karnataka 

and Pnncipal Chief Conservator of Forests (Flead of Forest Force), Bengaluru. 

> shall pay the extraction and transportation charges of trees as estimated by the concerned Dy. Conservator 
of Forests. 

> shall not establish any labour camp on the forest land. 

> shall ensure that all waste/debris generated shall be scientifically disposed off outside the forest area. 

> shall be taken all precautions to ensure fire protection to the forest when the pipeline is being laid. 

> shall ensure that no work shall be allowed after sunset. 

> shall abide by all the conditions imposed upon by Government of India, the Government of Karnataka and 
Principal Chief Conservator of Forests (Flead of Forest Force) Bengaluru. 

4. The FIPCL pipeline work shall only be commenced after post-facto Stage-ll approval for the already utilized 14.154 
ha. of forest land in Mangaluru Division in favour of M/s Petronet MHB Limited by Government of India. The user 
agency shall furnish an undertaking to this effect. 

5. The Department of Forest shall plant and maintain shallow rooted species in 4 mtr strip of the unutilized portion of 
M/s Petronet MFIB Limited wherever feasible at the cost of M/s FIPCL. 

6. The State Government shall continue to have the right to permit crossings (road railway lines canals, electric lines 
etc.) in the diverted area, with the prior approval of Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

7. All existing right of way/use of the local people shall continue to exist. Any road formed for the maintenance of the 
pipeline shall be available for the use of the officials or others permitted by the forest department. 

8. The total forest area utilized for the project shall not exceed 19.1696 ha. In case the land is not taken over by the 
user agency or the same is not used for the stipulated purpose within a period of 2 (two) years then the area shall 
be taken back by the Forest Department. 

9. Any other condition that the Additional Principal Chief Conservator of Forests (Central) Regional Office, Bengaluru 
may impose from time to time for protection, improvement of flora and fauna in the forest area and public 
convenience shall also be applicable. 

10. In the event M/s Petronet MFIB fails to remit the amount towards Net present Value (NPV), Compensatory 
Afforestation (CA), Penal compensatory Afforestation ( PCA), in respect of the proposal for diversion of 14.154 ha. 
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of additional forest land in Dakshina Kannada District for already laid pipeline from Mangaluru to Bengaluru via 
Hassan (MHB) as stipulated by the Government of India while according post-facto approval for the project it shall 
be paid by M/s HPCL. 

11. The Compensatory Afforestation (CA) shall be raised over 38.338 ha. of degraded forest land identified at Puncha 
Block RF (9.0 ha.) and Kallaparramale RF (25 ha.) at .the cost of ; user agency. The State Government shall obtain 
prior permission of Central Government for change of CA site, if any. 

12. Handing and taking over of land and commencement of work in the land shall be done within a period of one year 
from the date of Stage-ll approval. 

13. Principal Chief Conservator of Forests (Head of Forest Force) shall communicate the DGPS readings of the 38.338 
ha. of degraded forest land identified for compensatory afforestation as well as the forest land diverted to the 
Government of India, Ministry of Environment and Forests, Regional Office (South Zone), 4th Floor, E&F Wings 17 th 
Main Road, 2nd Block; Koramangala, Bengaluru-560 034. With in 30 days of transfer of the forest land. 

14. The lease tenure is for a period of 20 (Twenty) years. 

15. The leased out area should be used for the purpose for which it is diverted/released. In case the land is not used for 
the stipulated purpuse the area should be resumed to the Forest Department under section 82 of Karnataka Forest 
Act 1963. The concerned Chief Conservator of Forests/Deputy Conservator of Forests are authorized to take 
necessary action in this regard. 

16. Any damage to forest area due to execution of this project shall be compensated by the user agency. The extent of 
damage shall be assessed by the conerned Deputy Conservator of Forests. 

17. The Karnataka Forest Act, 1963 and Rules, 1969 will be applicable for any violations. 

18. The approval under the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 is subject to the clearance under Environment (Protection) 
Act, 1986, if required.

1. Environment: The company to obtain Consent for Establishment and Consent for Operation from KSPCB and environmental 
clearance from MoEF, Govt, of India or the Dept of Forest, Ecology & Environment, Govt, of Karnataka, if applicable. 

2. Employment: The Company shall comply with the provisions of Industrial Policy of Govt, of Karnataka and Dr. Sarojini 
Mahishi Report. Prepare a plan for development of Human Resources required for the project, train local people. A copy of 
Human Resources Development plan shall be sent to the Commissioner for Industrial Developments Director of Industries 
and Commerce for monitoring. 

3. Vendor Development: Wherever there is scope for vendor development for the project, the company shall prepare a vendor 
development plan, develop local vendors and procure the required inputs, components and sub-assemblies from these local 
vendor units. A copy of the vendor development plan shall be sent to the Commissioner for Industrial Development & Director 
of Industries and Commerce for monitoring. 
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4. Social Infrastructure Development: The Company is advised to take up social infrastructure development projects in the 
vicinity of the proposed location of the unit and comply with the stipulation of Company Act 2013. A copy of such projects shall 
be sent to the Commissioner for Industrial Development & Director of Industries and Commerce for monitoring. 

5. Others: 

a) The company shall adopt rainwater harvesting, waste water recycling and water conservation techniques. Zero 
discharge facility should be adopted wherever applicable. 

b) The company shall take all statutory and other necessary clearances from the competent authorities including Govt, 
of India and shall submit milestones/progress in the implementation of the project regularly, which will be monitored 
by the Department.
